WASHINGTON—Appearing be­ 
fore the Truman committee the 
other day , Gen. B. B. Somervell 
testified that about 25 per cent of 
the army ’s proposed plant facili­ 
ties were being cancelled. 
About 
the same time. WPB 
closed approximately ten big war 
plants for fear of over-extension. 
Simultaneously CIO’s Phil Mur­ 
ray 
warned 
that 
650,000 
war 
workers would be idle in about 
two months, that 25,000 aircraft 
workers would be laid off soon. 
Behind this is the story of a 
long, bitter feud over war pro­ 
duction between two government 
agencies diametrically opposed to 
each other on almost every thing. 
On one side was the WPB plan­ 
ning board or the “Long-Haired 
Boys.” Opposed was Gen. Somer- 
v II and the army , oi the “Brass 
Hats.” 
Leaders 
of 
the 
Long-Haired 
Boys were: Brilliant, cantanker­ 
ous economist Bob Nathan, who 
has rowed with every high official 
in the war; mining engineer Fred 
Searls who once built munitions 
plants for the British; unpreten­ 
tious Tom Blaisdell, new deal 
economist since 19 33. 
Hated by *he $l-a-y ear men, 
this group of tough-minded cri­ 
tics has stepped on the toes of 
Donald 
Nelson, the army , 
the 
navy —singly 
or 
in 
groups—in 
battles which have become famous 
in backstage Washington. 
Ro w No . 1. 
More than a y ear before Pearl 
Harbor came row No. 1: to raise 
the 
war program’s sights 
and 
shoot for more steel, more alum­ 
inum, more copper, more air­ 
planes, This took months of pri­ 
vate plugging, during which the 
steel, aluminum, copper compan­ 
ies fought almost every inch of 
the way . Finally Roosevelt came 
out for the big airplane program, 
and the tide for all-out production 
was turned. 
Production row No, 2 came in 
March and April of last y ear and 
involved the problem of too many 
factories. By this time Pearl Har­ 
bor had aroused the nation. The 
army and navy were building new 
factories every where. Uninvited, 
the 
WPB 
planning 
committee 
stepped in, told General Somer­ 
vell 
that 
his 
huge 
production 
program w'as heading for trouble 
“If 
too 
many 
factories 
are 
built,” warned the Long-Haired 
Boys,” there won’t be enough 
steel and copper for the actual 
weapons of war. Not only will 
we be overproducecf, but we will 
use up our steel in factory walls 
and copper installations, instead 
of putting them in ships and 
tanks. 
Furtherm ore,' we 
don’t 
want huge ground forces without 
the ships to carry them.” 
They proposed a facility review 
committee to decide what fac­ 
tories were really needed. 
Pulling Army ’s Hair 
This row was won by the army . 
Came September, however, and 
the Long-Haired Boys once again 
got in the hair of General Som­ 
ervell. In a lengthy report, they 
warned that the nation was build­ 
ing far too many war plants, that 
there was not enough raw mate­ 
rial to keep them running, that we 
were using steel for factory walls 
we didn’t need. 
To 
this 
General 
Somervell 
wrote Planning Chief Bob Nathan 
curtly , coldly: 
• 
“I can agree neither with the 
facts nor the conclusions of this 
report. 
They should be hidden 
from the ey es of thoughtful men.” 
In answer, unquenchable Nath­ 
an shot a barb imply ing that 
Somervell was not a “thoughtful 
man.” 
"Your contention that this re­ 
port should be ‘hidden from the 
ey es of thoughtful men’,” wrote 
Nathan, “is a non-sequitur.” 
This row finally was won by 
the planning board. The combined 
general staffs of the army and 
navy later agreed that there was 
a danger of too many factories. 
They curtailed Somervell’s pro­ 
gram. 
Row No. 3 was fought over 
scheduling. 
The 
Long-Haired 
boys claimed you couldn’t have 
rubber factories, escort vessels, 
high octane refineries, warships 
and maritime commission ships 
all at the same time; that some­ 
one had to decide which was most 
important and schedule the ma­ 
terials to them .accordingly . 
In 
this row, Somervell and Under 
Secretary of War Patterson told 
WPB’snew vice-chairman Charles 
E. Wilson: “Charley , y ou’d better 
let production alone.” 
In the end, WPB and the Long- 
Haired boys won. And Patterson’s 
current complaint about rubber 
factories being finished instead 
of 
octane 
refineries, 
belatedly 
proves that these should have 
been “scheduled” long ago.

Questioning of Thomas Yahkub, 
nativ e of India, at a univ ersity 
forum, conducted by the conv oca­ 
tions committee, Thursday after­ 
noon at Student Union, cleared the 
atmosphere that was somewhat 
strained during his morning talk 
when he criticized England’s treat­ 
ment of India. 
He was asked how the condition 
of India's population now com­ 
pared with that before England 
had a hand in the gov ernment. To 
this he 
replied one should not 
compare the height of today witti 
the depths of yesterday. 
He re­ 
fueled to budge from the state­ 
m ent that Britain has planted guns 
to keep India quiet. 
Statement Challenfed. 
Prof, Thomas M, Raysor chal- 
lerged his statement that Gandhi 
did not control the congress party 
in India and expressed the belief 
that with Gandhi quiet, the Indian 
question could be settled in less 
than a year. 
Yahkub asserted answering this 
and other questions by Prof. James 
L. Sellers that the Indian princes 
had come to terms with the na­ 
tionalist party and that the mov e­ 
m ent was 
seeping down to the 
common man. 
He fav ored v iew­ 
ing the question of India's future 
in the light of cardinal moral prin­ 
ciple “and let the chips fall where 
they will.” 
He was asked how the United 
States could interv ene in a matter 
of gov ernment of another nation 
and replied merely that he hoped 
someday the Johnson surv ey made 
for 
the 
American 
gov ernment 
would be made public. 
The question is, “Do we want a 
decent solution now or do we want 
our grandchildren to be sacri­ 
ficed?” 
Yahkub was inclined to think 
Nehru had the edge with the peo­ 
ple in matters of Indian policy. 
The Cripps mission failed, he said, 
because his nation would hav e had 
to remain abject accepting it! 
Yahkub was born in Trav ancore 
in southwest India, and has been a 
nativ e Y. M. C. A. secretary. He 
was graduated from Middlebury 
college and Harv ard and studied 
at Amherst; then lectured for the 
Rockefeller 
Foundation 
and at 
Harv ard. 
He v isited his nativ e 
country in 1936-37.

Towle branched out for himself 
and organized and was president 
of the Inland Construction com­ 
pany and Western Securities com­ 
pany. He and C. Louis Meyer or­ 
ganized the Concrete Engineering 
company, national in scope. 
He was in the background of 
republican politics in many cam­ 
paign, and was a delegate twice 
to the republican national con­ 
ventions. 
Two of the first three oil wells 
in 
the 
Nebraska 
field 
were 
brought 
in 
on 
Towle-owned 
farms. 
World War I Post. 
During 
the 
first 
world 
war 
Towle was resident engineer in 
charge of the government's huge 
Hog Island shipyard at Philadel­ 
phia. He was selected for that 
post because Just before the war 
he had worked out a method for 
bridging the Colorado river at 
Yuma 
by 
floating 
the 
spans 
downstream on pontoons to per­ 
manently constructed piers, after 
two other large bridge-building 
firms had failed. 
The Omaha Steel Works has 
won the army-navy “E” award 
fc- excellence in its war work 
here. 
Other of Towle's firms had a 
hand in construction of the Al­ 
liance air base, the Grand Island 
and Mead ordnance plants and 
satellite air fields over the state. 
Surviving are two daughters, 
Mrs. Drexel Sibbernsen and Mrs. 
F. H. Bucholz of Omaha; five 
grandchildren; his brother, Ned 
Towle, Falls City.

Y.M.C.A. in countries of the mid­ 
dle and far east are subdividing 
their forces to go with troops in 
that area. He described at length 
the ways and means by which 
these movements have measured 
up to the tremendous pressure 
imposed on them by the war. 
The speaker told of methods 
by which the North American as­ 
sociation can co-operate with the 
allied forces by meeting the ex­ 
panding emergencies brought on 
by spread of the war. He said 
that in recent months new prob­ 
lems 
and 
responsibilities 
have 
j been brought on by increasing 
i American armed forces arriving 
in India and China. 
Dr. Clarence Emerson presided 
at the meeting.
